In the fall of 1883, a party of threa 


Englishmen came out to the Big Horn 
country on a hunting trip. Sage- 
brush Bill and I were engaged to take 
them up into the mountains and show 
them bear. We gleaned our way 
leisurely along the; Little Big Uorn 
Tallcy, knocking over considerable 
game as we went, and on the fifth day 
out from CUSUT pitched our camp in 
a nice little mountain park between 
the canyons of the Little Big Horn and 
the Rosebud. 


We wevo no\v in one of tho fines! 


regions for big game tliat exists any- 
where in the Rockies. Both Sagebrush 
nnd I knew the Big Horn Mountains 
from one end of the chain to the other, 
hunted bear and trapped beaver on 
pretty much every stream that de- 
bouches from the mngc. 


It was the latter part of October, just 


the time when the bears were the thick- 
est among the foothills. For the last 
month a good many of them had been 
off on berrying expeditions along the 
prairie stream?. The plums and black 
haws on the prairie creeks ripen in 
September, and (lie bears had been 
down and cleaned them out 
In the 


higher altitude of the foothills the ber- 
ries are a week or t\\o later, and these 
the bears harvest in October. 


Sagebrush and I hud shown the 


Englishmen right smart sport coming 
up, and had promised them all tliebear 
hunting they wanted. 
We knew just 


what we wuro talking about, too, for 
tho ball opened with a grizzly the very 
first night after our arrival iu camp. 


One of the Englishmen had brought 


nlong a pair of dugs, with which they 
reckoned upon h n v i n g a good deal of 
sport. Hi1 had bcVn an /irniy officer in In- 
dia, anil tin' dog-, li.nl been reared there, 
nnd were tlioioiighly tr,lined to hunt- 
ing bear. 
They were strongly built 


dogs, especially about the jaw, being 
a cross between the bulldog and some 
powerful n)oiii;rel hrerd of India.

dian used to t.ilU iilmiit them doing 
such wonderful 
things with bears, 


Sagebrush and I allowed betwixt our- 
Bolves that the bears in ludia were not 
Rocky Mountain bears. Bo this ag it 
may, 
however, wo were soon to be 


astonished by the dogs. 


The very first night in camp, just 


after wo had turned in, the dogs both 
bristled up, and with fierce growls stood 
and glared eagerly nt some object 
which they could evidently see in the 
deep shadows ot tin; pine timber at the 
near edge of the park. They were 
tied up with pieces of cord to the wagon 
wheel". 
.Suddenly they seemed to for- 


get their tethers; and sprang forward 
with 
savage eagerness. 
Goorkah's 


rope was too slmngfor him, but Mo- 
nocular bioke loose, and with swift 
bounds cleared the park and disap- 
peared in the timber 
Goorkah strug- 


gled and ripped nround at a fearful 
rate, until he almost choked himself to 
death, but couldn't gel louse. 


Their master wa-t bunking in the 


wagon, and whistled and called for 
Monocular Iu come back, but all in 
vain. The moon shone pretty brightly, 
nnd whenever the pint; woods were not 
too thick it was not duik.

to protect himself from tho attack of 
the dogs. The dogs knew enough to 
keep beyond the i each of his paws, but 
they made such siiMigo and persistent 
feints nt him that the old fellow was 
considerably worked up. We didn't 
know then, but we very quickly learned 
from the dog-,' tactics that bruin had 
very probably been driven to take the 
defensive attitude agniust the tree by 
invage nips at his rear. 


The dogs occupied his attention so 


fully that he didn't notice our approach 
until we were half way to him. We 
were just thinking of liring at him, in 
fiioh. when lie snw ns Hft nt nn«amad« 


a savage dash at the dogs and then 
scuttled off. 


Before be had taken 
ten steps 


Goorkah had him ty one hind leg and 
Monocular by the other. The grizzly 
didn't seem to mind it much, however. 
He lumbered heavily, yet quite rapidly 
along, dragging the dogs after him as 
though they had merely been so much 
dead weight attached to his flanks. 


"Cling to him Goorkah; good dog, 


Monoc !" shouted the Englishman, aa 
we followed on behind at a run. We 
were afraid to shoot, for fear of hitting 
the dogs, in the uncertain light. The 
big grizzly hustled along, scrambling 
over fallen timber and crushing through 
thickets of baby 
spruce, the dog» 


clinging on behind with genuine bull- 
dog tenacitj", never for an instant 
losing their first grip. Whenever the 
bear dragged them across a patch ol 
bright moonlight we could see thai 
they were bracing themselves to try 
and hold him back. 


With all this, it was as much aa w« 


could do to keep up with the procession, 
running our level best 
At about 


300 yards from the park the bear lum- 
bered down a rocky bank, ran. through 
the tumbled bowlders and hurrying 
waters of a dashing mountain stream, 
and up the opposite bank. The oppo- 
site bank was pretty steep, and gars 
the dogs a great advantage. 
To this 


they seemed keenly aJive, and we could 
see them bracing themselves pluckily 
to drag the bear back to stay his speed. 
Their dogged resistance was beginning 
to tell a little on the grizzly by this 
time, anyhow, and, while striving to 
gain the last few strides up the bank, 
they succeeded in holding him for • 
moment. 


Now came the first opportunity to 


shoot without hitting the dogs that had 
presented. The slope of the bank 
brought his head pretty well above tha

Before the bear could recovef 


his feet both do;?s were trying to tea? 
pieces out of his flanks. 


By this time the bear was in a furi- 


ous temper; he had made mad dashes 
at his assailants, and sometimes looked 
more than half inclined to quit^the 
dogs and make for us. We were view- 
ing the battle about fifty paces oft 


The Englishman to whom the dogs 


belonged now quietly declared his in- 
tention of going up and finishing the 
bear with his bowie. We tried to per- 
suade him that he had better not be 
foolhardy, for with the bear in such a 
towering rage he would stand a good 
chance of getting badly mauled. But 
he insisted that he had done the same 
thing in India plenty of times with the 
aid of the dogs, and could do it again. 


He spoke a word of encouragemenl 


to the dogs, and they, seeming to com- 
prehend at once what their master was 
going to do, redoubled their activity. 
They didn't keep the bear so absorbed, 
however, but that he saw his new as- 
sailant, and endeavored to rush to the 
attack. The dogs would not allow this, 
however, and, as he approached, bruin 
raised himself up to receive him with 
the usual cordial embrace. The En- 
glishman was then within half a dozen 
paces of the bear. Each dog had his 
fangs firmly planted in poor bruin's 
hide just beneath the shoulders, and 
they were pulling frantically back on 
him, M though to hold him from mak- 
ing any aggressive movement against 
their master. 


It was a thrilling, yet really a com- 


ical sight, after all— the bear about five 
feethigh, standing bolt upright, champ- 
ing his teeth and foaming with rage, 
with n dog pinioning him on cither 
side, and the hunter advancing on him 
knife in hand. 
For the world, I 


couldn't help comparing the bear to 
some desperate criminal brought to 


dogs, and all three of us let drive at 
this important member of bruin's body 
at once. The bear staggered back and 
rolled over. Loosing their hold on his 
legs, the dogs now sprang behind him 
and seized him by the back of his neck. 
By doing this, and keeping beyond the 
reach of the grizzly's murderous paws, 
they showed at once their thorough 
training as bear dogs. Moreover, their 
tactics in clinging to his hamstrings as 
he ran were ndt to be despised as a 
measure of good, sound judgment in, 
dealing with a bear. 


We, supposing the bear was proba- 


bly done for, started to wade through 
tho shallow stream, not over knee deep, 
when, without a moment's warning, 
he uttered a roar of rage arid, making 
a snap at the dogs, dashed savagely 
towards us. 
We wore not over a 


dozen yards away, and, although we 
had our Winchesters at half cock and 
ready, as we thought, to shoot at the 
least warning of danger, so sudden 
was the bear's charge that, had not 
the dogs instantly seized him by the 
hind legs again, I believe he would 
have reached us before we could fire. 
As it wai, we Hd n pretty narrow 
margin of safety left us, for as he 
charged us, open mouthed, Sagebrush, 
who happened to be a tritle in advance, 
fairly thrust the muzzle of his Win- 
chester in his month and fired. Sage- 
brush's bullet crashed clear through 
his brain, and the grizzly rolled over, 
dead as a mackerel 


Iu the morning, when we came to 


examine the dogs, Sagebrush and I 
I were astonished to find that they had 
received scarcely a scratch to tell that 
they had been in a close tussle with a 
grizzly. The Englishman wasn'tmuch 
surprised at it, though. He said they 
had been through such a schooling 
with boars that there was little danger 
of their getting hurt. 


The next day we turned up a cin- 


namon she bear and two yearling cubs. 
The cubs were big healthy youngsters, 
over half grown. We bowled over 
the olil lady and one, of the cubs, 
and then for about fifteen minutes 
stood by and enjoyed the prettiest 
kind of a fight between the other one 
nnd the dogs. 


The cub was big and strong enough 


to give them a lively time of it, and it 
was a pretty sight to sec the dogs sail 
in and maneuver around to help each 
other out. They seemed to under- 
stand each other every bit as well as 
human beings. While Goorkah would 
tempt the boar to make a rush at him, 
Monocular would dart behind and give 
him avieions nip on the rump. 
When 


the bear would whirl round after Mon- 
ocular, then Goorkah would dart in 
and grab him. 


By these tactics they managed to keep 


the bear spinning round and round 
pretty lively. 
They seemed to enjoy 


the sport quite as much as we did our- 
selves. Now and then, at first, the bear 
would try to dash off and escape, but 
he wasn't so large but that the dogs 
could, by gripping his hind legs and 
bracing for all they were worth, soon 
bring him to :v halt, 


Once, but only once, did the bear 


manage to intlictuny punishment] in re- 
turn for all that lie was receiving. For 
a few moments the bear stood stock 
still, as though tired of defending him- 
self — 'an artful ru.se to tempt the dogs 
to attack him in front. The ruse suc- 
ceeded, for Monocular, by way ol 
stirring him up, advanced and attempt- 
ed to nip him by the nose. Like a 
stroke of lightning the bear's paw flew 
out and fetched the dog a swipe that 
knocked him over and badly lacerated 
his back. It would have fared still 
worse with him but for the prompt and 
intelligent action of Goorkah, 
The 


sight of his comrade knocked over 
seemed to electrify him. Almoat as 
swift as the stroke of the enemy's paw 
was his spring, as he lit clear on the 
bear's back and seized him savagely by 
the ear. The bear rolled over and tried 
to get at him with his handy paws, but 
the do"- WHS too Quick, and sprang 


ibay, the dogs, two detectives who had 
just run him down, and the man, some 
stern minion of the law, stepping for- 
word to secure him. 


As the English man stepped up almost 


to within striking distance, he spoke 
again to the dogs. 
In a twinkling they 


redoubled their efforts to jerk tho bear 
over on his back. 
Bruin, quite unpre- 


pared for this movement, partly lost 
his balance. 
Before he had recovered 


it, the old Indian sportsman sprang for- 
ward,, made a quite lunge with the 
bowie and then stepped back. 
The 


bear struck at him savagely, but the 
blow came too late; he only beat the 
air. The dogs still held on, the crim- 
son cream spurted from the knife 
wound as from the. throat of a stuck 
pig, the bear began to stagger, the 
dogs left him and he rolled over and 
expired. It was cleverly done. — For' 
Cttster Cor. N. Y. Hun.
